General Butler's insolent speec
although it is below intellectual eriticism and
moral censureé, may perhaps portend mis-
chief. The most prominent member of a
olass of politicians peculiar to the United
States, General Butler soarcely pretends to
self.respect, to honesty, or to regard for jus.

His reasons for proposing an nnpro-
voked war sgeinst England are stated with
a candor which in other communities might
be deemed imprudent. The Republitans, he
says, are disunited on every queation of im-
portance; they have no recognized loaders:

points to the unfailing resource of hostile
declarations against England.,  Ooly two
years ago General Butler thonght it possible
to restore harmony to the parly by proposing
the partial repudiation of the national debt,
and be succeeded in inducing & large majo-
rity of the House of Representatives to
adopt his proposal; but robbery of the pablic
creditor has gone oat of fashion, and now
it seems better to make England pay the
price of the restoration of harmony in the
itepublican party. The Emperor Napoleon
commenced the present war with the aunalo-
gous object of establishing his dynasty per-
manently on the imperinl throne; but he has
never had the audacity to avow that he
attacked Germany in pursuance of a do-
mestic  French intrigne. General But-
ler is bolder or more open, and he has
not even thought it necessary to invent so
respectable a pretext for war as the Hoben-
